HAVE NO CLUES TO 
BABE’S IDENTITY 


Abandoned in a rest room at the 
Adams Brothers’ gasoline station, 
Hanover Monday evening, a baby 
boy was being cared for by nurses 
at the Hanover general hospital to­ 
day while police sought clues which 
might lead to the identity of the 
child or of the unknow n person who 
placed him in the spot in which lie 
was found. 
The infant, judged by nurses and 
doctors who viewed him as being be­ 
tween ten days and two weeks old. 
was found in a double-handled chip 
basket, which had been pushed be­ 
neath a wash bowl in the women’s 
room of the service station.

George L. Adams, one of the own­ 
ers of the station, who was inside 
the building at the time, was in­ 
formed by the children th at a baby 
was crying inside the rest room Mr.

scratch on the inside of the right 
ankle was found, but was not con­ 
sidered serious.

ed in New York city to the effect 
th a t thousands of substitute postal 
workers who have had years of serv­ 
ice will be dropped as a result of 
the new legislation, wax "absolutely 
untrue.”

First Assistant Postmaster General 


To Post Office Clerks 
F 
HONORABLE W. W. HOWES (First A ssistant Postm aster G eneral): 


Mr. President, Distinguished Guests, and Members of the United 
National Association of Post Office Clerks. Mr. B arrett forgot to say I 
was from South Dakota. You know, as I went up through politics and 
one thing and another, the home state put me every place, so I want to 
say th a t I am from South Dakota. 
I know in the East here 
it doesn’t mean anything much, because I well remember when I came 
down for the cam paign of ’32 to assist Mr. Farley a t the national head­ 
quarters in New York, I was introduced one day to a very charm ing, 
delightful appearing young lady as being from South Dakota, and to 
typify the way the geography of the country is known here in the East, 
slie looked up in my eyes and said, “Mr. Howes, it is so nice to m eet 
someone from the South.” 
After we left W ashington today, while in the hotel here, the 
boys in the D epartm ent phoned us and said th a t in a newspaper pub­ 
lished in Long Island yesterday the statem ent was made th a t the Post 
Office D epartm ent was going to drop from its rolls all of those now on 
the substitute lists and hold civil service exam inations in order to 
recruit those who could be given additional Jobs in the postal service. 
This is absolutely untrue. 
The additional positions th a t will be provided (and there will be 
thousands of them ) will go to the men who have been serving as sub­ 
stitutes for a number of years. There are some offices where there won’t 
be enough substitutes on the rolls to fill the regular Jobs. These addi­ 
tional Jobs will eventually go to people who compete in exam inations 
th a t will be held as rapidly as the Civil Service Commission can provide 
them. 
I got up at four-thirty this morning, and you have got to love your 
country and the Past Office Service to do that. 
I rode by 
motor some 250 miles to get here. 
I was received in front of the 
hotel in a very nice way. I was taken to the room and treated to your 
lemonade. 
I was introduced to your President, whom I 
knew very well—he has a good name, B arrett, and I met O'Neill, and 
I met some Murphys and some Ryans, and I had to think for a m inute 
because it seemed I was In a meeting of th e Holy Name Society. 
Of course those nam es have always been very Democratic 
h o I felt right at home. 
As Mr. B arrett says, he has seen them come and go in the D epart­ 
m ent. If I remained in the D epartm ent for eight or ten years I couldn't 
possibly hope to learn the things about the service th a t the veterans 
among you already know, and so in coming to you I shouldn’t try to 
set myself up and speak about the postal service and all the technique 
of it. I am interested in it. W hen I came into office I knew very little 
about it except th a t if I would put a three-cent stam p on an envelope 
and mull it, some way or other it seemed to reach its destination, and 
probably due to the fine service of the clerks and the carriers and the 
postm asters of this country I don’t know when I ever lost a letter, and 
more people ought to stop and think about that. 
I have been spending week-ends in N orth Carolina and M assa­ 
chusetts and California, Utah, and other points, talking to various 
service conventions in our great system, and w hen I go around the 
country I cannot help but think of one thing. 
We always have stress 
when things are not going so well and when people do not have as m uch 
money in their pockets as they would like to have, so starting out with 
the crash In ‘29 we have had more or less unrest in these United States 
and we hear of people th a t ure mixed up with communistic organiza­ 
tions. 
I am sorry to say they have tried to put their heads up in the 
postal service, and as far as I am concerned I think th at every loyal 
American should try to stam p them out. 
They preach the 
doctrine of unrest and they try to make you suspicious of your neigh­ 
bors, suspicious of the people who are working with you. It may be th a t 
In some cases some of you folks may have a neighbor th a t you don’t 
like—I have met one or two of them myself—but th a t doesn’t m ean the 
whole country. 
As I have gone around in twenty-six states in the 
last six weeks. I have been flappy and gratified in those visits to find 
th a t we liave got so many really nice people in America, and we are 
glad to have them . I find no exception here, so th a t is why I resolved 
to stay over here tonight. 
After all, everything th at those prophets of discontent try to tell 
ti* is dispelled when you meet the real people of America. They try to 
tell you about other countries getting along better. There is no country 
in the civilized world getting along us well as the United States today. 
They will cite to you, and rightfully so, th a t G reat B ritain 
is a very sound and substantial country, but when you consider how 
m any shillings out of the pound are taxed in G reat Britain and you 
look at our taxes, you can see th at we are so m uch better off th a t these 
ravens who are croaking around the country are simply trying to 
mislead you. and we are doing very well here. 
We weren’t doing so 
well until the 4th of M arch, 1933. 
Now I wouldn't w ant to make a political speech to a group of civil 
service people, and I am not going to. 
Of course there is no reason 
why I shouldn’t. If the other side should come in I would probably go 
out quick, but we will leave th a t aside, because we would have a place 
to go. I don't think th a t any one of the people in the Post Office D e­ 
partm ent, any of th e civil service people, as far as I am concerned, 
should be disfranchised and not have a right to talk and work and vote 
for what they think is the good of the country. 
On the 4th of M arch, 1933, after going through a campaign in '32 
in which forty-two states out of the forty-eight decided that they would 
go along with the great American and th a t they didn’t like things as they 
were, we started to form ulate plans to take over the adm inistration 
of the national governm ent. I as a W esterner was delighted when the 
President-elect announced th a t he was going to choose as his Attorney 
General the late Thom as J. Walsh, of M ontana, because I knew after 
w hat he did about Teapot Dome and other things, lf he was going to be 
the Attorney G eneral we would have an honest adm inistration of the 
D epartm ent of Justice, which we haven't always had. 
When I got up 
to the Biltmore Hotel in New York on the 2nd of March to take the 
train with Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Parley to come to W ashington, the 
first thing I heard when I appeared in the lobby of th at hotel was th a t 
Senator W alsh had passed away, and I felt a great feeling of sadness. 
T h at same morning I got the news th a t Anton Cermak, the great Mayor 
of the City of Chicago, was dying as the result of an assassin's bullet 
not intended for him but intended for the President-Elect. 
So when 
we got on the train at Jersey City to go down to W ashington, it is true 
we had the great police band of the City of New York there giving us a 
send-off 4ind playing Anchors Aweigh for Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
The Wearing of the G reen for Mr. Farley, but we didn't leave with any 
carnival spirit, 
When we got to W ashington we found th a t this great governm ent 
of ours, this great system th a t we had been told could only prosper and 
thrive under the opposition party, had toppled so th at every bank in 
the United States closed its doors, and we had in W ashington at th a t 
time something over 500,000 Democrats wha had come down to see 
the unusual thing of a Democrat being inaugurated as President of 
these United Status. 
Most of them had brought along ISO or 175 in 
money and a check book, and then all of a sudden, due to conditions 
over which they had no control, Uiey found the checks weren’t good, 
und they were on our hands. I haven't got some of mine back yet, but 
we ll pass that. 
When we went to Capitol Hill on the m orning of the 4th of M arch, 
it wasn't a carnival crowd; It wasn’t a partisan crowd; it wasn’t a crowd 
th a t was saying, “ We won a great victory.” 
It was a solemn crowd, 
and the most solemn man in that great gathering was the m an who 
was taking the oath of office as Clilef Executive of this country, Franklin 
D. Roosevelt. 
T hat same spirit that he had then has had to continue during these 
two and a half years 
T hat man has labored, fought and striven for 
the good of people like you and me, and for the first time in m any years 
th at man. exemplifying the adm inistration th a t he represents, moved 
the Government of the United States from th a t little street on the 
lower i>art of M anhattan Island three blocks long, bounded on one end 
by a cemetery and on the other by a river, into which many people have 
Jumped, and took it back to W ashington where it belonged. 
T hat man, when he was elected, had to pick a Cabinet, and as 
he went through the ten different officers to be appointed in th a t 
Cabinet, he came fifth in line (because tlu*y are established in the 
order in which they were originally established iii the Governm ent! to 
tile Postm aster General, and when he came to th a t great office he was 
confronted with picking a m an to head tile world's greatest single 
business enterprise 
Tile United States Post Office, of which you and I 
are a part, ta bigger than tile American T. Ai T., bigger th an United 
States Steel, bigger than any single business enterprise in the world. 
If you know Mr. Roosevelt as I do you would know he is all business, 
and he wanted a m an to head th at D epartm ent 
at that time a losing 
D epartm ent, not a successful Department about whose selection he 
would la* very careful. 
He picked a man he knew full well, a m an 
th a t the people of New York had every confidence in. 
When Mr. Roosevelt was first elected Governor of New York in 1928, 
he only had aixmt 25,000 majority. Then he got a man from u U pstate 
County, from tile County of Rockland, lf you please, to go out and m ake 
a campaign for him tile second time, and this man visited counties in 
New York Slate that no leaders of his |>arty had visited for years. They 
liked lits personality, they liked iris salesm anship, they liked the honest 
look in ins eyes, and he bud tile ability to lead them. When Mr. Roose­ 
velt ran the second tim e lie had over 700.000 majority in New York. 
Bo when lie gut to thinking of who should be his Postmaster General, 
wiio should la1 the head salesman for a D epartm ent th at was going 
disgracefully in the red, lie turned to this m an whose wares lie had 
seen, und lie selected the greatest salesm an, the greatest business mull, 
tile finest character, tile most honest figure in American public life o u t­ 
side of tile President, to be your and my Postm aster General, the H on­ 
orable Jam es A Parley of New York. 
Mr. Parley came into tile D epartm ent not with the spirit of knowing 
It all, which lie freely adm itted was not the case, but with tile desire to 
render a real public service, and he did w hat any man as able as he 
Ut would do; he culled lh forty or fifty of the best (juufified, most 


com petent members of the Inspection Service and he said, “There is the 
Departm ent, there is the service. 
You have got no strings on you. 
There isn t now and there never will be a dishonest partisan thought in 
my head. 
I want to head a great service. Take it and make a survey 
of it and tell me w hat I have got.” 
They took it and they made a 
survey of it, and it took them m onths to do it, and out of th at survey 
came the reform s and the busbies enterprise th a t took th a t D epartm ent 
from the fiscal year of 1932 when he showed a deficit of $153,000,000 
some odd dollars, to where we were at the close of the fiscal year In 1934 
when he showed a profit of $12,000,000. 
Now people will tell you, and the papers will tell you, and those 
th a t don’t wish us well will tell you th a t maybe th a t was trick book­ 
keeping. Of course we charged out the non-postal Items, of course we 
charged out the ship subsidy and the free mailing to the blind and the 
free and the county for local newspapers, and the Congressional fra n k ­ 
ing privilege, and all those things, but everything we charged out to 
make a surplus of $12,000,000 our predecessors charged out when they 
made a deficit of $153,000,000. 
Mr. Farley, when he came Into the D epartm ent, was presented with 
a thing th at wasn’t easy and a thing th a t you could very readily have 
fumbled the ball on. 
He was confronted, due to the depression, with a 
D epartm ent th a t was over-m anned by something like 15,000 people. 
Most private businesses, when they are over-m anned, discharge people, 
and they most generally discharge the people who have been working 
for them the shortest length of time. Mr. Farley went into the eleven- 
day furlough. 
I don’t suppose you like it, and at th a t tim e I felt like 
a skunk myself, I thought the whole service kind of disliked us, and we 
wanted to like you and we thought you disliked us. 
But when we 
stopped to think—and we spent many long hours of conference and 
consultation—w hether we should turn off 15,000 people and put them 
on the street a t a tim e when you could hardly get a job, or whether 
we should ask you people with jobs to give up eleven days so th at 
these people and their families could live, we thought from the character 
of the few of you whom we had seen then th a t there was not among 
you a person so low but w hat would say, “We are glad to give up 
eleven days rather th a n have somebody give up their livelihood en ­ 
tirely.” 
If there is anybody here who doesn’t feel like th a t 
about it, I would like to have him stand up and give his name, because 
I think he is probably the wrong kind of person. 
We have gone along very well. 
There wasn’t any desire to cut 
you people. Jim Farley likes people. I think all the new people in the 
D epartm ent like people, and just as quickly as we could start getting 
the revenues back to where they belonged, we started loosening up on 
the service, because after all certain big interests always like to go out 
and paint the picture th a t nothing the G overnm ent runs can be suc­ 
cessful, so if the Post Office Departm ent, the world’s biggest business, 
happens to bt? successful th a t is a tough argum ent for them to contend 
against. 
We feel, Mr. Farley feels, th a t you people are not objects of charity, 
you are not on Harry Hopkins’ relief rolls, you belong to a great business 
enterprise, and if you work, as I think you do, as hard as Mr. Farley 
works to make th a t a success, there is no reason why it shouldn’t be 
a success. 
He w anted to put it on its feet; he w anted to stand at the 
head of a Governm ent departm ent or agency th a t was paying its own 
way, just as soon as we can get the whole world paying its own 
way the better off everybody will be. 
The Post office is 
doing it now. 
Mr. Farley stood for the restoration of the pay cut, he stood for the 
restoration of the adm inistrative and autom atic promotions, and while 
last April when the Mead Bill, the Forty-H our Bill, came up he 
couldn’t see where the D epartm ent could furnish th e tw enty-nine 
million extra needed to make a forty-hour week, and so told the Com­ 
mittee, as the D epartm ent started to show improved receipts (for which 
he doesn’t credit him self; he thinks th a t every postm aster, every clerk, 
every carrier, every m echanic, every laborer, everybody in the huge De­ 
partm ent is responsible for helping us to make money), he thought of the 
ideal th a t he expressed to me the first day we were in there, when he 
said to me, “Bill, I'm taking this D epartm ent a t the request of the 
President, not to make money for the Government. If I see at the end 
of any eighth or n in th m onth in a fiscal year th a t we are going to 
make money, then I w ant to try to arrange things first to give better 
service to our patrons and second to give better working conditions 
to our employes.” 
After writing this letter in April, when the receipts started to 
improve through your help and your work, he wrote a letter on the 
3rd of July this year to Senator K enneth McKellar, the C hairm an of 
the great Committee on Post Officjes and Past Roads. 
And w hat did 
he say? 
He said. “I have reconsidered my letter of April last and 
before writing to you I have gone to the President and I think a 
forty-hour week is along my ideas and the President’s ideas, and we 
w ant to lead the way for the rest of America, we w ant to lead the way 
for the other em ployers.” 
Farley has always told me th a t when they get out a machine which 
some people characterize tis a labor-saving m achine, th a t he doesn’t 
think th at m achine should be used by some certain person or some cer­ 
tain corporation to do tile work of fifty men and put forty-nine out of 
employment, but th a t if it is a real labor-saving m achine it will enable 
just as many people to keep on working but let them save some labor 
so they can spend more tim e with their families or more tim e 
in their natural pursuits, whatever they m ight be, fishing or hunting or 
recreation of various kinds. So as soon as the D epartm ent could afford 
to do It Mr. Farley went along, and he asked for this forty-hour week, 
He had the backing of the President and he secured the backing of 
Congress, and it became a law. 
I am not going into that, because Mr. Burke, my Deputy First 
Assistant, who has forgotten much more about postal m atters than I 
ever hope to learn, Is here and he Is going to talk to that, his heart is 
in it. la* helped advise the Postm aster G eneral to be for it. If we have 
got a champion in our D epartm ent for you people (and I think the 
reason he is for you is th a t he knows you so well) it is Vincent 
Burke. 
Now the D epartm ent isn’t our Departm ent. 
As your President has 
said, he has seen them come and go, and of course with the estab­ 
lished law of averages of all things, we will come and go, but while 
we are here with you so far I have liked it very much. 
We only live so m any years. 
I often think of w hat the great Irish 
poet. Tom Moore, said: “As we Journey through life, let us live by the 
way.” 
These few years th a t I have been in your D epartm ent I have 
had a swell time and I hnve met a lot of nice people. Those years are 
not wasted. 
Maybe I will go on to something else, maybe somebody 
else will come in. but if somebody else comes in as a national party, 
you stop and think very carefully and well w hether those people 
are for you or for the people tliat have despoiled you for twelve years 
before we came in. 
While much has been said about property rights during the closing 
days of Congress, and m uch is always said about property rights, I am 
glad to say th a t we have got a President who has never exercised 
the statute of lim itations against starvation, who lias always put humane 
rights ahead of property rights 
You hear a lot nowadays about the G -m en of the great D epartm ent 
of Justice, and they are wonderful men. 
O ur present Departm ent of 
Justice has taught the people who were indulging in it and thinking of 
indulging in it, th a t kidnapping, bank robbery and crime are not an 
easy business. We have men who are trained in W ashington (the public 
I 
doesn t know so m uch about it) and some of the finest young men in I 
the country are brought to W ashington and they shoot on the target I 
range of the D epartm ent of Justice and they have the dummy set up 
with Ids heart painted right on him. and they are learning to hit it. 
and then they go out and make crime unpopular. 
B ut I want to say 
to you th at every person here th a t is a delegate Is Just as much of a 
G -m an or a G-wom an as any of the people in this D epartm ent of Ju s­ 
tice 
We belong to the Governm ent and we have got two Commanders- 
in-Chief. I know we love them and I know we would go out and fight 
for them —Franklin D Roosevelt and Jam es A. Farley. 
While we may not be called on as often in tim es of emergency as 
the O -men of the D epartm ent of Justice, still we have been called on 
hundreds and thousands of times, and we have people in tile service and 
connected with the service whom I could stand here and talk about all 
afternoon and all evening and of whom you would all be proud. 
I remember out In my own purt of the country, one day in 1931 
the air mail went out of St. Paul. The air mail is very rom antic to me, 
I used to be a Second Assistant, and I put everything I had into the air 
mall and I am still for it. The air mail today, in spite of the things 
th a t you hear about cancellation and the correction of contracts th a t 
were wrong Mild were conceived in a wrong spirit, is the greatest air mail 
th at any country in the civilized world has, and we are flying now 
29,000 miles and hist year we flew over 40000 airplane miles. 
T hat 
day of which I Bpeitk when the air mall went out of live City of St. Paul, 
Mal Freeburg was at the controls. There were six passengers, four men 
and two women. They had been flying about IOO miles when he heard 
a terrific noise and a great Jar or shock. 
He cut off his electricity, cut 
off the controls, and dropped about 500 feet; then he looked out and 
saw that one of the motors of his bl-m otor plane had cut loose from its 
socket, cut its way from where it was supposed to be, and w*as hanging 
on the strutting. 
He turned on the current and continued to fly with 
one motor. 
He had a problem on his mind 
W hat was he going to 
do? 
He wasn't flying so well with one motor. 
He thought that of 
course the thing to do was to shake It off. but he was flying over a 
very densely populated country, and It might fall on a farmhouse, it 
might full on people in the fields or in the streets of a small town 
Bo he flew for the Mississippi River and after a series of maneuvers he 
succeeded in dropping it off the strutting into the river. Then he flew 
for the emergency landing field at Wabesha. M innesota 
The startling 
thing was th at from tile tim e he was first aware of the thing that 
had hapjiened until he landed at the emergency landing field, he was 
talking continuously over the radl6 to Hie home station at Bt Paul. 
telling them of every move, and he was only in W abesha five minutes 
when an emergency plane came down from St. Paul and he took the 
mall, your mull and my mail, and the passengers and put them in the 
plane and advanced the mall, as our old motto of tile Post Office 
Departm ent says it should be advanced, 
I went to tile President of these United States with th at story, 
together with Mr. Bisler, the General Superintendent of the Railway 
Mail und the Air Mail, because a great friend of yours and mine of the 
opposite party had introduced Just a few m onths aheud of th at an 
air mail pilots’ bill for a medal, whereby if a pilot did something very 
distinctive he could be given u medal by his government. The fellow 
who Introduced th a t had the right idea. He is gone. He was a member 


I know th a t Ids every thought was for the good of the clerks and every­ 
body else in the Post Office D epartm ent. 
So I am glad publicly to 
acknowledge here and now this afternoon this small tribute to my friend 
the Honorable Clyde Kelly of Pennsylvania, 
We went to the President. The President is very busy with many 
great problems and he cannot get down to every little thing because 
it is impossible. 
Some of you, like many others in the country, may 
have sent him a telegram and a letter, and you may have the idea 
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edge for him to have gotten 16,000 telegram s and letters in one day. 
After all, there are only sixty m inutes in every hour, and you wouldn’t 
want a man to work over sixteen hours a day, and you can see about 
how far he could get. 
So he is very busy, but when we gave him this 
memorandum, thinking th a t he would just scan over it, he read a few 
lines and he became intensely interested and he read every page, and 
then he said to me, “Bill, I would like to give this boy his medal.” 
We brought Mal Freeburg up there, and the President told him how 
proud he was of him and of what he had done to advance the mail 
and insure the .safety of the passengers lie was carrying on th a t trip. 
Tire boy said, “Why, I didn’t do much, I didn’t do any more than any­ 
body else would have done.” 
The President said, “Yes, you did.” 
And when you look at the 
face of a boy who is honest enough to say th at and you look at the 
face of a President who Is great and hum ane enough to appreciate 
th a t boy, you have had a nice day. 
Those are the things th a t make 
life worth while—just like I arn having a nice day here th is afternoon. 
I may meet some people tomorrow, they may even get into my office by 
some pretense or other, th a t I won't have a nice tim e w ith a t all, so if 
you ever get where you feel at home and you like to be with the people 
and rub up against the people th a t you are meeting, if you ever find 
a spot like th at—and I think I have found it here today. I hope I am 
not m istaken—th a t is a mighty good place to spend a little time. 
T hat is the way I felt when I heard our President talk to Mal 
Freeburg. 
I remember a story th a t has been told to me a number of times in 
New York by postal people and by distinguished business people in the 
City of New York. It is about a clerk 
It seems th a t back one time in 
the days of Postm aster General Albert Burleson, there was a clerk in the 
New York main Post Office by the name of Charles Capper. 
He was 
going home late one afternoon at the clase of his day’s work. 
He had 
put in the hours required, he had done everything that the Government 
or the D epartm ent paid him to do, and he was riding home on the 
subway. He was reading a newspaper, as many people do in the subway, 
and he read about some peculiarly wrapped packages th a t had gone 
through the mail and th a t one of these packages had been opened and 
within th at package there had been found a bomb. 
It came to his 
mind instantly th a t in the New York Past Office late th a t afternoon he 
had seen packages wrapped very similarly. 
He didn’t go on home; he 
did something he wasn’t being paid for doing; his hours were up; he 
got off the subway, came up the stairway, got another train, went back 
to the New York City Post Office, and went to the Postal Inspectors 
there, told what he had seen, and they made a search and discovered 
six packages, every one of which contained a bomb, addressed to 
prom inent Americans and one of them to Albert Burleson himself. That 
man was a G -m an just as much as anybody we have in the D epartm ent 
of Justice or any place else in the Government. 
I could go on and tell you about Pat Quinn up at Elizabeth or Al 
Bergel at Joliet, Illinois, or hundreds of others, men who have pro­ 
tected the Post Office D epartm ent's property 
I know th a t each and 
every one of you, if the opportunity presented itself, is going to be loyal 
to your trust and is going to stand up and defend and fight for the 
Departm ent that is handled by your Chief Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
your immediate Chief Jam es A. Farley. 
We have got a service of which we can be very proud th a t has 
been going on for a long, long while. We have friends of th a t service 
outside of the Post Office Departm ent. You know our very salaries and 
the rules or laws th a t we work under depend upon the Congress of the 
United States, and frequently Mr Burke, Mr. Bray, Mr. Purdum or my­ 
self, and others in our D epartm ent, have to appear before th e Com­ 
m ittee on Post Offices and Post Roads of the two Houses and before 
the Appropriations Committee. We are quick to sense who are friends 
to our great service, we are quick to sense those who don't understand 
it, we are exceptionally quick, to sense those who seem to be prejudiced 
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against it. and so, speaking in Gettysburg, in this particular Congres­ 
sional District, I want to say th a t this District and the State of Penn­ 
sylvania are extremely fortunate in having a man of the ability and the 
capability and the reason to understand and be a friend to the Post 
Office Service as is the Honorable Harry Haines, the Member of Con­ 
gress from this District. 
I understand th a t this is a clase District, and I hope nobody would 
think me partisan I don't live here, I have no vote here and I shouldn’t 
come here and tell you ;>eople w hat to do, but I can tell you what tile 
Postal Service like.s, and everybody in our Departm ent is hoping th a t 
you will send Harry Haines back just as often as you can. 
If you do you will not only be helping yourselves, but helping us, and 
we would surely appreciate it. 
You need men of understanding like 
th at instead oi people with the kind of cracked minds that some of them 
go off with. 
I have talked a little too long. Somebody said to me, “Anybody th a t 
talks over ten minutes this afternoon is going to be thrown out. he is 
going to be very much alone ” I suppose I have talked at least fifteen. 
I came here with an hour and a half address written up in my pocket— 
some people in the Departm ent don’t know whether they can trust me 
to talk without a m anuscript. I could read that hour and a half address 
to you. 
I didn't want to when I looked at you and saw w hat kind of 
people you were. 
I said. “Why put on th at canned stuff? 
T h at’s the 
kind of people I would like to talk to myself either collectively or alone.” 
As I say, I have spoke in twenty-six states and I have been here 
just two or three hours, but I hope my judgment is good (twenty 
years ago it was considered fine), and I can say this afternoon th at a t 
your National Convention I have seen the most beautiful ladies I have 
seen any place I have been, 
and I can say with equal 
candor th at I have seen the m ast homely men. 
I would like to talk longer. 
After all, there are other speakers. 
I 
just want to say, in closing, th a t we run an open-door policy in our 
D epartm ent under the present adm inistration. 
Your representatives 
of your organization and of the other organizations are very welcome 
to come and see us at any and all times. We have had the most cordlul 
relations with B arrett, John J,, and with Pat and your other officers, 
and we are always glad to see them . We know th at prim arily they are 
for you. We also think th at they are for us, because after all we are for 
you too and we have had lovely relations with them . 
We hope th a t 
any of you folks who are brought into contact with the actual working 
problems in the field, wherever you may be located, will never be bashful 
about coming and seeing us or waiting us a letter and telling as how we 
m ight improve the service, because th a t is really what we w ant to do. 
It has been a nice crowd to talk to and I w ant to thank you all. 
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HONORABLE VINCENT BURKE (Deputy First Assistant Postmas­ 
ter General): Mr. Howes. Mr. Barrett, Distinguished Guests. Ladies and 
Gentlemen: It is rather difficult to live up to the reputation that has 
been painted for me. I don't know whether such an introduction by 
our good friend Barrett will do me any good with the Chief or not. 
That is said jokingly, of course. 
I am very happy to be here, I am pleased to be here with my Chief 
and with Mr. Purdue, the Fourth Assistant, and our good friend Bill I 
Bray, and with Congressman Haines, who has been a very good friend 
of the Post Office Department and of the postal employes in W ash­ 
ington. 
But I am more happy to be here as one of the 
service men who have been fortunate enough to be made a part of this 
great administration of the postal service. 
It is all very well for our 
superiors and our friends to talk about how greatly we who have grown 
up in the sendee are interested in you, but as someone has said, any 
organization is simply the lengthened shadow of Its leader, so that w hat­ 
ever is being done in the postal service In your interest and in the pub­ 
lic interest and in my interest is being done because such men as James 
A. Farley and William H. Howes and the other executives on the Post­ 
master General's staff decide that thase things shall be done. 
In that connection I think it would be interesting to those of you 
here to know that Mr. Howes as early sis March of this year before the 
Postmaster General advised the Committee on Post Offices and Post 
Roads in the House that he didn t feel it was proper to recommend the 
Forty-Hour Week Bill, said to me one day in discussing our policies 
in the Department and what we might do with respect to the substitutes 
rand I can say in passing that no man in America was more interested 
in the plight of the substitutes than was the First Assistant Post­ 
master General*, "If we could find a way to approve the shorter work 
week in some form or another I think we would solve our whole substi­ 
tute problem.” And that, in a few words, sums up the real reason for 
tile Forty-Hour Work Week, which, in reality, as Mr. Purdue has said 
to you, is a five-day week. You may hear and you may read many other 
reasons for it. Of course it is in keeping with the President's policy of 
providing additional employment generally; it is in keeping with 
the example that this administration of the Government wants to 
give to industry; it is in keeping with the idea expressed by Mr. Howes 
In quoting Mr. Farley’s idea, that the modern machine that has for its 
purpose throwing men out of work is no good to this nation or any other 
nation, that if the machinery may be used to the advantage of the 
worker, then it has merit from an economic and a social standpoint. 
In deciding to approve of the shorter work week, the thing upper­ 
most in the minds of Mr. Howes and the executive staff of the De­ 
partment in advising tire Postmaster General to take that step when 
he consulted them about it, was that it would solve in the postal .service 
the vexatious substitute problem. 
In connection with this so-called Forty-Hour Week (and we take it 
you are greatly interested In it), we are very much interested In it from 
two viewpoints. The first is that we all believe with our great Presi­ 
dent and with our great Postmaster General that It Is the most for­ 
ward step that has been made within the memory of any one In public 
life, to provide better working conditions for employes generally, not 
only our employes, but all employes, and in the administration of it 
you may be assured that it will be the policy of this administration of 
the postal service to construe Hie law liberally; there is going to be no 
disposition, to use the popular phrase, "to chisel"; there will be no cur­ 
tailment of existing postal service in connection with the application 
of the new law. 
We are not going to close the windows of 
post offices earlier than they are now closed on Saturday, we are not 
going to curtail deliveries, we are not going to hold over mail for some 
other day from Saturday; we are going to continue to do the very 
things throughout the postal service after October 1st that we are 
doing now, and we feel that since it has been possible due to an increase 
in receipts and an increase in the volume of business that justified it, 
we have greatly improved Ute postal service. 
All of you people here know, particularly tho«e of you from the 
large cities, that witliin the last eighteen months thousands of addi­ 
tional employes have been added to our rolls. 
We refer to them as 
"additional employes." They are often spoken of as filling vacancies, 
but they are not filling vacancies. When this administration took over 
the postal .service on March 4. 1933, as Mr. Howes has related to you. 
we had easily fifteen thousand more people in the postal service than 
we could gainfully or properly employ. The postal revenues were down, 
conditions In the service were bad. there were many offices that had 
employes who couldn’t be employed half the time, many sections of 
offices where the employes were becoming lax in their attention to 
duty because of that condition. 
The Postmaster General and Mr. Howes decided to handle that 
situation in the humane way. in a businesslike way. They wanted to be 
liberal, but they did not feel that they had a right to extravagantly 
spend the public money, they did not feel it then and they do not feel 
it now. So they did the perfectly sensible thing to do; they .studied the 
situation and found there were thousands of men and women who had 
grown old in the postal service, who had earned a right to an annuity 
that the law of the land gave them, and they provided very readily to 
retire those people and to replace them on the rolls. 
Here and there there may have been some chap who was retired 
who may feel that an injustice was done him. 
I doubt truly if that 
was the case. It ts difficult for all of us to measure our own efficiency, 
it is most difficult for any human being to properly assay his own 
value to the postal organization or to any other organization, but I can 
truthfully say to you that we did not knowingly retire any fully efficient 
employe at the time we did retire the sixty-five hundred-odd under the 
provisions of the thirty-year retirement clause. If that has happened. 
it has been a mistake of the head and not of the heart, but it was 
necessary rn connection with tire furlough to get the pay roll in the 
postal .service down, because, after all. if you look buck over postal 
history, lf you look buck over the legislation that lias been passed by 
Congress granting benefits to you and to me, those benefits have never 
come to you following a year with $150,000,000 deficit in the postal 
service. In order to get the benefits for you that tire present adminis­ 
tration of the postal service wants you to huve. in your interest it is 
necessary to operate this great Department on a businesslike basis and 
to make it pay its way. 
That is why this administration is for three-cent postage, and you 
should be for three-cent postage in all of your organizations. 
It is to 
your interest to be for three-cent postage, and it isn t an exorbitant 
churge. 
When tile revenues and increased volume came buck us a result 
of that three-cent postage, the first thing tliat this administration of 
tile service did was to restore the salaries, to cut out the furloughs, to 
provide additional jobs for men wherever they could, and that is what 
they are going to do with the Forty-Hour Week, At the present time 
tile instructions to ail postmasters are being prepared In tile Depart­ 
ment; they will be issued within a few days, as soon as Mr Howes 
has an opportunity to review them and approve them. Those instruc­ 
tions will provide for a liberal application of the shorter work week law 
Those instructions say definitely to postmasters that in every instance 
where it is practicable to do it, the employes siiall actually have a 
five-day week. 
With that sort of liberal policy it is to be hoped that no employe 
or no group of employes will take advantage of such a generous policy 
on tile part of the management of the postal .service 
By saying that I 
don’t mean tluit every employe iii tile postal service is going to have 
a five-day week; it isn t going to be possible to work all of the employes 
in the postal service from Monday to Friday and to let them off on 
Saturday und Sunday, because, alter uh, we are in a transportation 
business, the biggest in the world, nothing else compares with it, the 
public depends on it, depends on you and on us to do a good job, they 
want their mails handled properly, they want tile thousand and one 
other things that we do in the Post Office Department done properly and 
effectively and promptly, so we can't close up our great postal units, 
either great or small. We are going to continue to maintain the same 
service we are maintaining now, but wherever it is possible tor tire 
men who work on Saturday to work eight hours und to be properly 
employed for eiglrt hours, we want that done so that those same men 
may have a full day off sometime between the following Monday and 
Friday. 
Where that is not possible, the law itself, to which the Department 
offered no objection, provides that the compensatory time shall be given 
on one day. You may be assured tliat we are not going to try to find 
some trick way to get tliat compensatory time. 
We are sending out to the two hundred largest offices in the coun­ 
try. Inspectors who have been called into the Department and who have 
been advised of the Department’s policy, to go out and lielp the post­ 
masters work this thing out, 
As to your clerical forces, we can’t foresee any great difficulty in the 
administration of this. We have simply got to replace all of the time 
that is necessary to be used in the postal service on Saturday. In your 
smaller offices, particularly the second class offices, unfortunately there 
are not going to be very many ad id tic nu I regular Jobs, because you 
people where you have got u small force of two or three regular em­ 
ployes, if the two or three or the half dozen all work more hours on 
Saturday, or, as u matter of fact, if two or three work a1] day Saturday, 
to compensate tlwin it would uuly take two or tiirte days during Hie 


week, so there isn’t tire necessary work tor additional regular employes. 
But in all of your large offices and your medium stied offices, I would 
say roughly where you have ten or more employes in a group, we will of 
necessity consider separately the clerical torces from the carrier forces. 
In any office where you have as many as ten clerks, at least coupled 
with the auxillary service that is being used there now, there will be 
at least one additional job. 
I don’t mean by that that we are starting out with any idea tliat 
in handling the administration of this new law we arc going to replace 
man for man in tile clerical staffs one additional employe for every 
ten men, because obviously that could not be done, but in every instance 
where we need to replace in order to carry on existing service, the 
absent time of the men who work on Saturday by adding one employe 
for each ten. we will be glad to do it, and if it takes a greater per cent 
of replacement than that, we would be glad to do it. 
I just want to get across to you folks who are here from all sections 
of the country and who are going back to your home shortly, that you 
may sincerely carry away the idea that this new law is going to be 
administered for your full benefit. 
I just want to repeat that you 
must not carry away any 
idea 
that this is an extravagant spending spree in the postal service. It isn t 
at all. We are still going to carry on the same careful supervision of 
the postal service that we have during the past two years, and we are 
still going to be just as much interested in you as we have been in the 
improvement of the service. 
There are several other things that I think you people might be 
interested in. 
I think you probably will be Interested in the situation 
as to special clerks. As many of you probably know, effective the first 
of July we did not approve recommendations for additional special 
clerks. The reason was at that time 
we didn t know until we had an 
opportunity to carefully analyze the appropriations that had 
been 
granted to us, to what extent we could allow additional special clerks 
The second reason was that in this busy Department of oms. which 
Mr. Purdum has said to you has a smaller staff in its headquarters 
than any other governmental agency anywhere near its size, a smaller 
staff than any busines anywhere near its size. we have a very busy 
organization, and on the first of July there were so many personnel 
changes in the field service that, frankly, our clerical staff in the First 
Assistant's Bureau could not have handled those promotions, because in 
the handling of special clerk promotions we give them greater care 
and greater attention titan in any other personnel recoinmendaUons 
that come to use from the postal service. 
We are honestly trying to give the promotions to special clerks who 
are the senior oompeUnt employes, and we don’t approve those 
recommendations until We have analyzed the roster of the office and 
have studied the assignment of the individual who is recommended, and 
when we approve of the recommendation for the additional hundred 
or additional two hundred dollars for a clerical employe, we want to 
know that lie is the fellow who is entitled to the promotion in so far as 
it is humanly possible to know. 
Effective the first of October, even though we are going to have 
the tremendous task of placing in effect the Five-Day Week Law, we 
are going to approve as many of those .special clerk promotions as it 
is humanly possible for us to handle in the Department. 
You can 
carry that message back with you 
Might I ask you tills, that you take the same interest in us th at we 
we ure trying to take in you. I can say to you honestly and sincerely 
that I have spent all of my adult life in the postal service, and like 
every other chap who started In as a substitute clerk and had all of 
tile troublesome times with schemes and all the other things that go to 
make you unhappy, I had ambition and I looked forward to some day 
having a better place in the postal service. When the opportunity came 
I went into the Post Office Inspection Service, and in that connection I 
may say to you that lf any of you here have any idea that post office 
Inspectors are not your friends, you have got the wrong idea. 
Post 
office Inspectors go where there Is trouble; you always find them in 
the postal service where there is trouble; you find them many times 
where there isn t trouble, but it is only in the instances where trouble 
exists and where the inspector must recommend to the Department dis­ 
ciplinary action against somebody and in sonle cases where unfor­ 
tunately they cause.the arrest of some poor individual, that their visits 
are remembered. They are pretty much like doctors. When we are sick 
we want a doctor badly, when we are well the doctor is the hist tliat 
we forget. 
Inspectors are the doctors of the postal service; they are 
the people that men like Mr. Farley and Mr. Howes call in to the 
Department and outline to them the policies that they want adopted; 
they tell these men the things that should be done and how they would 
like to have them done, and then these inspectors go out into the service 
and to tire best of their ability attempt to carry out the Department’s 
policies. An inspector who doesn’t have full .sympathy with the policies 
of the Postmaster General lin t worth the salary that is paid to him. 
A postal employe who isn’t in full sympathy with the warm-hearted 
policies of this postal administration in my estimation isn't worthy of 
retaining his place in it. 
I can say to you candidly that I never believed that it possibly 
could bt> true th at I would ever reach a place in tile postal service that 
would enable me to contact men of the breadth of vision and the warm­ 
hearted feeling toward their fellowmen and the great kindly interest

DOLE IS CUT 
BY HOPKINS 


Month’s Relief Fund Is Held 
to $75,000,000 as He Pre­ 
pares to Give Jobs. 


W ashington, Aug. 28 (AP).—Funds 
for the September dole were slashed 
to $75,000,000 Tuesday as H arry L. 
Hopkins, federal relief adm inistra­ 
tor, prepared to give work-relief 
jobs—mostly of the old CWA type— 
to hundreds of thousands during the 
coming months. 
The dole-cutting recommendation 
by the work relief allotm ent com­ 
mittee coincided with signs th a t 
President Roosevelt’s dem and for 
speed had endangered the PW A 
non-federal and housing programs, 
besides m any other heavy construc­ 


tion projects. 
Earlier Harold L. Ickes, secretary 
of the interior and PWA adm inistra­ 
tor, who, apparently, was not con­ 
sulted in the President’s decision to 
fix a series of deadlines for winding 
up allotm ent of the $4,000,000,000 
fund m ade no attem pt to minimize 
difficulties in his end of the pro­ 
gram. T he allotm ent committee will 
hold its Anal meeting on September 
17, only a day after Ickes* own dead­ 
line for the prelim inary step of sub­ 
m itting PWA applications. 
The committee's $75,000,000 recom ­ 


m endation compared with $93,000,- 
000 allotted for August relief. 
Al­ 
though only 200,000 have been given 
Jobs besides members of the civilian 
conservation corps, Hopkins recent­ 
ly said he would end direct relief 
for' two states on Septem ber I and 
cut off a num ber of others late In 
the month. 
Although the committee recom­
